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INTRODUCTION

A. PURPOSE

The purpose of this Request for Proposal is to obtain sealed proposals for Infectious Waste Pick-up and
Disposal.

It is the goal of this Request for Proposal to identify a vendor(s) and execute a contract for Infectious
Waste Pick-up and Disposal.

COMPETITIVE SEALED PROPOSAL

It has been determined by the Office of Management and Budget, Government Support Services
pursuant to Delaware Code Title 29, Chapter 6924 (a) that this solicitation be offered as a request
for competitive sealed proposals because the use of competitive sealed bidding is not practical
and/or not in the best interest of the State. The use of competitive sealed proposals is necessary
to:

e Use a contract other than a fixed-price type; or

e Conduct oral or written discussions with vendors concerning technical and price aspects of their
proposals; or

o Afford vendors an opportunity to revise their proposals through best and final offers; or

o Compare the different price, quality and contractual factors of the proposals submitted; or

e Award a contract in which price is not the determining factor.

1. CONTRACT REQUIREMENTS

This contract will be issued to cover the Infectious Waste Pick-up and Disposal Service requirements
for all State Agencies and shall be accessible to any School District, Political Subdivision,
Municipality, Volunteer Fire Company or higher education entity receiving state funds. Furthermore,
this contract shall be accessible to all other entities as identified by Del. Code, Chapter 69, Title 29
§ 6910.

2. MANDATORY USE CONTRACT

REF: Title 29, Chapter 6911(d) Delaware Code. All Covered Agencies as defined in 29 Del. C.
86902(6) shall procure all material, equipment and nonprofessional services through the statewide
contracts administered by Government Support Services, Office of Management and Budget.
Delaware State University, Delaware Technical and Community College, school districts, and the
Legislative Branch are specifically exempted from the requirements of this subchapter. In addition, the
Delaware Transit Corporation is exempt from the entire procurement chapter. Pursuant to 29 Del. C.
86904(l) and (n) respectively, the Department of Elections and the Board of Pension Trustees have
certain exemptions from the procurement chapter which may or may not apply to this Request for
Proposals.
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3. COOPERATIVE USE OF AWARD

As a publicly competed contract awarded in compliance with 29 DE Code Chapter 69, this contract
is available for use by other states and/or governmental entities through a participating addendum.
Interested parties should contact the State Contract Procurement Officer identified in the contract
for instruction. Final approval for permitting participation in this contract resides with the Director of
Government Support Services and in no way places any obligation upon the awarded vendor(s)

4. MULTIPLE SOURCE AWARD

The Agency reserves the right to award this contract to more than one vendor pursuant to 29 Del.C.
86926.

5. POTENTIAL CONTRACT OVERLAP

Vendors shall be advised that the State, at its sole discretion, shall retain the right to solicit for
goods and/or services as required by its agencies and as it serves the best interest of the State. As
needs are identified, there may exist instances where contract deliverables, and/or goods or
services to be solicited and subsequently awarded, overlap previous awards. The State reserves
the right to reject any or all bids in whole or in part, to make partial awards, to award to multiple
vendors during the same period, to award by types, on a zone-by-zone basis or on an item-by-item
or lump sum basis item by item, or lump sum total, whichever may be most advantageous to the
State of Delaware.

6. CONTRACT PERIOD

Each Vendor’s contract shall be valid for a two (2) year contract period from April 1, 2016 through
March 31, 2018. Each contract may be renewed for three (3) one (1) year periods through
negotiation between the Vendor and Office of Management and Budget, Government Support
Services. Negotiation may be initiated no later than ninety (90) days prior to the termination of the
current agreement.

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. EORMAT FOR PROPOSAL

A.

INTRODUCTION

This section prescribes the mandatory format for the presentation of a proposal in response to this RFP.
Each Vendor must provide every component listed in the order shown in this RFP, using the format
prescribed for each component. A proposal may be rejected if it is incomplete or conditional.

PROPOSAL RESPONSE

The Request for Proposal may contain pre-printed forms for use by the vendor in submitting its proposal.
The forms required by this solicitation shall be considered mandatory, prevailing documents.

When preprinted forms are used, the forms shall contain basic information such as description of the item
and the estimated quantities and shall have blank spaces for use by the vendor for entering information
such as unit bid price, total bid price, as applicable.

The Vendor's proposal shall be written in ink or typewritten on the form provided, and any corrections or
erasures MUST be initialed by vendor’s representative completing the bid submission.

If items are listed with a zero quantity, Vendor shall state unit price ONLY (intended for open end
purchases where estimated requirements are not known). The proposal shall show a total bid price for
each item bid and the total bid price of the proposal excluding zero quantity items.

Vendors’ proposal must respond to each and every requirement outlined in the RFP criteria in order to be
considered responsive. Proposals must be clear and concise.

NON-CONFORMING PROPOSALS

Non-conforming proposals will not be considered. Non-conforming proposals are defined as those that do
not meet the requirements of this RFP. The determination of whether an RFP requirement is substantive
or a mere formality shall reside solely within the State of Delaware.

CONCISE PROPOSALS

The State of Delaware discourages overly lengthy and costly proposals. It is the desire that proposals be
prepared in a straightforward and concise manner. Unnecessarily elaborate brochures or other
promotional materials beyond those sufficient to present a complete and effective proposal are not desired.
The State of Delaware’s interest is in the quality and responsiveness of the proposal.

COVER LETTER

Each proposal will have a cover letter on the letterhead of the company or organization submitting the
proposal. The cover letter must briefly summarize the Vendor's ability to provide the services specified in
the RFP. The cover letter shall be signed by a representative who has the legal capacity to enter the
organization into a formal contract with the Office of Management and Budget, Government Support
Services. .
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. TABLE OF CONTENTS

Each proposal must include a Table of Contents with page numbers for each of the required components
of the proposal.

. DESCRIPTION OF SERVICES AND QUALIFICATIONS

Each proposal must contain a detailed description of how the Vendor will provide the goods and services
outlined in this RFP. This part of the proposal may also include descriptions of any enhancements or
additional services or gualifications the Vendor will provide that are not mentioned in this RFP.

. DISCOUNT

Vendors are invited to offer in their proposal value added discounts (i.e. speed to pay discounts for specific
payment terms). Cash or separate discounts should be computed and incorporated into unit bid price(s).

SAMPLES OR BROCHURES

Samples or brochures may be required by the agency for evaluation purposes. They shall be such as to
permit the Agency to compare and determine if the item offered complies with the intent of the
specifications.

ACKNOWLEDGEMENT OF UNDERSTANDING OF TERMS

By submitting a bid, each Vendor shall be deemed to acknowledge that it has carefully read all sections of
this RFP, including all forms, schedules and exhibits hereto, and has fully informed itself as to all existing
conditions and limitations.

. BID BOND REQUIREMENT

The Bid Bond requirement has been waived.

PERFORMANCE BOND REQUIREMENT

The Performance Bond requirement has been waived.

. NUMBER OF COPIES WITH MAILING OF PROPOSAL

To be considered, all proposals must be submitted in writing and respond to the items outlined in this RFP.
The State reserves the right to reject any non-responsive or non-conforming proposals. Each proposal
must be submitted with two (2) paper copies and two (2) electronic copies on CD or DVD media
disk.

Any proposal submitted by US Mail shall be sent by either certified or registered mail. Any proposal
received after the date and time deadline referenced above shall not be considered and shall be returned
unopened. The proposing vendor bears the risk of delays in delivery. The contents of any proposal shall
not be disclosed as to be made available to competing entities during the negotiation process.

Upon receipt of vendor proposals, each vendor shall be presumed to be thoroughly familiar with all
specifications and requirements of this RFP. The failure or omission to examine any form, instrument or
document shall in no way relieve vendors from any obligation in respect to this RFP.

The State reserves the right to award the proposed contract to multiple Vendors if the Head of the
Agency determines that such an award is in the best interest of the State.

. PROPOSAL EXPIRATION DATE

Prices quoted in the proposal shall remain fixed and binding on the bidder at least through March 31, 2018
Delaware reserves the right to ask for an extension of time if needed.

. WITHDRAWAL OF PROPOSALS

A Vendor may withdraw its proposal unopened after it has been deposited, if such a request is made prior
to the time set for the opening of the proposal.

. PROPOSAL MODIFICATIONS

Any changes, amendments or modifications to a submitted proposal requires that the original proposal be
withdrawn, prior to the time set for the submission of the proposal, and a new proposal submitted prior to
the deadline for submission of proposals.

Changes, amendments or modifications to proposals shall not be accepted or considered after the hour
and date specified as the deadline for submission of proposals.

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. LATE PROPOSALS

Proposals received after the specified date and time will not be accepted or considered. To guard against
premature opening, sealed proposals shall be submitted, plainly marked with the proposal title, vendor
name, and time and date of the proposal opening. Evaluation of the proposals is expected to begin shortly
after the proposal due date. To document compliance with the deadline, the proposal will be date and time
stamped upon receipt.

. ADDENDA TO THE REQUEST FOR PROPOSAL (RFP)

understanding and commitment to comply with all materials, revisions, and addenda related to the
Request for Proposal.

. INCURRED EXPENSES

The State will not be responsible for any expenses incurred by the vendor in preparing and submitting a
proposal.

ECONOMY OF PREPARATION

Proposals should be prepared simply and economically, providing a straight-forward, concise
description of the Vendor’s offer to meet the requirements of the RFP.

. DISCREPANCIES AND OMISSIONS

Vendor is fully responsible for the completeness and accuracy of their proposal, and for examining this
RFP and all addenda. Failure to do so will be at the sole risk of vendor. Should vendor find
discrepancies, omissions, unclear or ambiguous intent or meaning, or should any questions arise
concerning this RFP, vendor shall notify the State of Delaware’s Designated Contact, in writing, of such
findings at least ten (10) days before the proposal opening. This will allow issuance of any necessary
addenda. It will also help prevent the opening of a defective proposal and exposure of vendor’s
proposal upon which award could not be made. All unresolved issues should be addressed in the
proposal.

Protests based on any omission or error, or on the content of the solicitation, will be disallowed if these
faults have not been brought to the attention of the Designated Contact, in writing, no later than ten (10)
calendar days prior to the time set for opening of the proposals.

. EXCEPTIONS

Bidders may elect to take minor exception to the terms and conditions of this RFP by completing
Attachment 3. Government Support Services shall evaluate each exception according to the intent of the
terms and conditions contained herein, but Government Support Services must reject exceptions that do
not conform to State bid law and/or create inequality in the treatment of bidders. Exceptions shall be
considered only if they are submitted with the bid or before the date and time of the bid opening.

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Exceptions must be submitted utilizing Attachment 3 to be considered. Exceptions listed elsewhere
in the Vendor’s proposal will not be considered. The Office of Management and Budget, Government
Support Services maintains sole discretion to reject any vendor exceptions that are submitted.

. BUSINESS REFERENCES

Business references are to be provided via Attachment 6.

. DOCUMENT(S) EXECUTION

All vendors must complete and submit with its proposal the non-collusion statement that is enclosed with
this Request for Proposal labeled as Attachment 2. The awarded vendor(s) will be presented with the
contract form for signature and seal, if appropriate. Both of these documents shall be executed by a
representative who has the legal capacity to enter the organization into a formal contract with the Office of
Management and Budget, Government Support Services.

The State of Delaware requires completion of the Delaware Substitute Form W-9 to make payments to
vendors. Successful completion of this form enables the creation of a State of Delaware vendor record.
The Taxpayer ID (SSN or EIN) and Applicant (vendor) name are submitted to the Internal Revenue
Service for “matching.” If the Taxpayer ID and name do not match, the vendor record cannot be approved.

It is the applicant’s responsibility to select the appropriate 1099 Withholding Type and Class. If
incorporated, a business is not subject to 1099 reporting unless the business is providing legal or medical
services.

. SUBCONTRACTS

Subcontracting is permitted under this RFP and contract. However, every subcontractor shall be identified
in the Proposal using Attachment 7.

CONFIDENTIALITY

Subject to applicable law or the order of a court of competent jurisdiction to the contrary, all documents
submitted as part of the vendor’s proposal will be treated as confidential during the evaluation process.
As such, vendor proposals will not be available for review by anyone other than the State of
Delaware/Proposal Evaluation Team or its designated agents. There shall be no disclosure of any
vendor’s information to a competing vendor prior to award of the contract unless such disclosure is
required by law or by order of a court of competent jurisdiction.

The State of Delaware and its constituent agencies are required to comply with the State of Delaware
Freedom of Information Act, 29 Del. C. § 10001, et seq. (“FOIA”). FOIA requires that the State of
Delaware’s records are public records (unless otherwise declared by FOIA or other law to be exempt
from disclosure) and are subject to inspection and copying by any person upon a written request. Once
a proposal is received by the State of Delaware and a decision on contract award is made, the content

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of selected and non-selected vendor proposals will likely become subject to FOIA’s public disclosure
obligations.

The State of Delaware wishes to create a business-friendly environment and procurement process. As
such, the State respects the vendor community’s desire to protect its intellectual property, trade
secrets, and confidential business information (collectively referred to herein as “confidential business
information”). Proposals must contain sufficient information to be evaluated. If a vendor feels that they
cannot submit their proposal without including confidential business information, they must adhere to
the following procedure or their proposal may be deemed unresponsive, may not be recommended for
selection, and any applicable protection for the vendor’s confidential business information may be lost.

In order to allow the State to assess its ability to protect a vendor’s confidential business information,
vendors will be permitted to designate appropriate portions of their proposal as confidential business
information.

Vendor(s) may submit portions of a proposal considered to be confidential business information in a
separate, sealed envelope labeled “Confidential Business Information” and include the specific RFP
number. The envelope must contain a letter from the Vendor’s legal counsel describing the documents
in the envelope, representing in good faith that the information in each document is not “public record”
as defined by 29 Del. C. § 10002, and briefly stating the reasons that each document meets the said
definitions.

Upon receipt of a proposal accompanied by such a separate, sealed envelope, the State of Delaware
will open the envelope to determine whether the procedure described above has been followed. A
vendor’s allegation as to its confidential business information shall not be binding on the State. The
State shall independently determine the validity of any vendor designation as set forth in this section.
Any vendor submitting a proposal or using the procedures discussed herein expressly accepts the
State’s absolute right and duty to independently assess the legal and factual validity of any information
designated as confidential business information. Accordingly, Vendor(s) assume the risk that
confidential business information included within a proposal may enter the public domain.

PRICE NOT CONFIDENTIAL

Vendors shall be advised that as a publically bid contract, no Vendor shall retain the right to declare their
pricing confidential.

IV. PROPOSAL EVALUATION PROCEDURES

A. GENERAL ADMINISTRATION

for award. The contents of any proposal shall not be disclosed so as to be available to competing
vendors during the negotiation process.

2. STATE’S RIGHT TO CANCEL SOLICITATION

The State of Delaware reserves the right to cancel this solicitation at any time during the procurement
process, for any reason or for no reason. The State of Delaware makes no commitments expressed or
implied, that this process will result in a business transaction with any vendor.

This RFP does not constitute an offer by the State of Delaware. Vendor’s participation in this process
may result in the State of Delaware selecting your organization to engage in further discussions and
negotiations toward execution of a contract. The commencement of such negotiations does not,
however, signify a commitment by the State of Delaware to execute a contract nor to continue
negotiations. The State of Delaware may terminate negotiations at any time and for any reason, or for
no reason.

3. FORMAL CONTRACT AND/OR PURCHASE ORDER

No employee of the Contractor(s) is to begin any work prior to receipt of a State of Delaware Purchase
Order signed by authorized representatives of the agency requesting service, properly processed
through the State of Delaware Accounting Office. A purchase order, telephone call, email, fax, or State
credit card shall serve as the authorization to proceed with work in accordance with the bid
specifications and the special instructions, once it is received by the Contractor(s).

a. More than one proposal for the same contract from an individual, firm, or corporation under the
same or different names.

b. Evidence of collusion among vendors.

c. Unsatisfactory performance record as evidenced by past experience with the State of Delaware
or on a State of Delaware central contract.

d. Any suspension or debarment of the parent company, subsidiary or individual involved with the
vendor by federal, any state or any local governments within the last five (5) years.

e. If the unit prices are obviously unbalanced either in excess or below reasonable cost analysis
values.

f. If there are any unauthorized additions, interlineations, conditional or alternate bids or
irregularities of any kind which may tend to make the proposal incomplete, indefinite, or
ambiguous as to its meaning.

g. Non-attendance of mandatory pre-bid meetings shall be cause of disqualification.

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AUTHORITY OF AGENCY

On all questions concerning the interpretation of specifications, the acceptability and quality of material
furnished and/or work performed, the classification of material, the execution of the work, and the
determination of payment due or to become due, the decision of the Agency shall be final and binding.

OR EQUAL (PRODUCTS BY NAME)

Specifications of products by name are intended to be descriptive of quality or workmanship, finish and
performance. Desirable characteristics are not intended to be restrictive. Substitutions of products for
those named will be considered provided the vendor certifies that the function, characteristics,
performance and endurance qualities of the material offered is equal or superior to that specified.

B. RESPONSIVENESS AND RESPONSIBILITY OF VENDOR

The Office of Management and Budget, Government Support Services shall award this contract to the
most responsible and responsive vendor who best meets the terms and conditions of the proposal.

The Office of Management and Budget, Government Support Services reserves the right to reject any or
all bids in whole or in part, to make multiple awards, partial awards, award by types, item by item, or lump
sum total, whichever may be most advantageous to the State of Delaware.

D. REQUIREMENTS OF THE VENDOR

The purpose of this section is to assist the Proposal Evaluation Committee to determine the ability of the
organization to provide the materials and services described in the application. The proposal response
should contain at a minimum the following information:

Procurement Evaluation Committee members will assign up to the maximum number of points listed for
each of the criteria listed above. For items having quantitative answers, points will be proportionate to
each proposal’s response. Items with qualitative answers will receive the average of points assigned by
Proposal Evaluation Committee members.

F. BEST AND FINAL OFFERS

Once the proposals have been evaluated and negotiations have been held with the vendor(s) determined
to be likely to receive an award, the Procurement Evaluation Committee may issue a request for Best and
Final Offers from the vendor(s).

G. REFERENCES

The Committee may contact any customer of the vendor, whether or not included in the vendor’s reference
list, and use such information in the evaluation process. Additionally, the State of Delaware may choose to
visit existing installations of comparable systems, which may or may not include vendor personnel.

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ORAL PRESENTATIONS

MANDATORY PREBID MEETING

DEFINITIONS AND GENERAL PROVISIONS

The attached Definitions and General Provisions apply to all contracts and are part of each Request for
Proposal. The requirement to furnish a bid bond and performance bond is applicable unless waived. Should
the General Provisions conflict with the Special Provisions, the Special Provisions shall prevail. Vendors or
their authorized representatives are required to fully acquaint themselves as to State procurement laws and
regulations prior to submitting bid.

A. DEFINITIONS: Whenever the following terms are used, their intent and meaning shall be interpreted as

follows:
STATE: The State of Delaware
AGENCY: State Agency as noted on cover sheet.

BID INVITATION: The "invitation to bid" or “Request for Proposal” is a packet of material sent to vendors
and consists of General Provisions, Special Provisions, specifications, and enclosures.

BOND: The approved form of security furnished by the Vendors and its surety as a guaranty of good faith
on the part of the Vendor to execute the work in accordance with the terms of the contract.

CONTRACT: The written agreement covering the furnishing and delivery of material or work to be
performed.

DESIGNATED OFFICIAL: The agent authorized to act for an Agency.

GENERAL PROVISIONS: General Provisions are instructions pertaining to contracts in general. They
contain, in summary, requirements of laws of the State, policies of the Agency, and instructions to vendors.

LOCAL TIME: Eastern Standard Time/Eastern Daylight Time

OPPORTUNITY BUY: A special offer from a supplier that is usually associated with a limited time to
respond.
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PROPOSAL.: The offer of the Vendor submitted on the approved form and setting forth the Vendor's
prices for performing the work or supplying the material or equipment described in the specifications.
RFP: Request for Proposal.

SPECIAL PROVISIONS: Special Provisions are specific conditions or requirements peculiar to the

contract under consideration and are supplemental to the General Provisions. Should the Special
Provisions conflict with the General Provisions, the Special Provisions shall prevail.

SURETY: The corporate body which is bound with and for the contract, or which is liable, and which
engages to be responsible for the Vendor's payments of all debts pertaining to and for its acceptable
performance of the work for which he has contracted

VENDOR: Any individual, firm, or corporation formally submitting a proposal for the material or work
contemplated, acting directly or through a duly authorized representative.

VENDOR'S DEPOSIT: The security designated in the proposal to be furnished by the Vendor as a
guaranty of good faith to enter into a contract with the Agency if the work to be performed or the material or
equipment to be furnished is awarded to it.

B. GENERAL PROVISIONS

1. INTERPRETATION OF ESTIMATES/QUANTITIES

a. Unless stated otherwise, the quantities given in the RFP are to be considered to be approximate
only and are given as a basis for the comparison of bids. The Agency may increase or decrease
the amount of any item as may be deemed necessary or expedient, during the period of the
contract. Bidders shall recognize there are no guaranteed minimum contract quantities or values
associated with this solicitation.

b. Anincrease or decrease in the quantity for any item is not sufficient ground for an increase or
decrease in the unit price.

c. Vendor usage reports for previous awards may be found at
http://gss.omb.delaware.gov/contracting/calpha.shtml . Past usage shall not be considered a
guaranteed future volume.

2. SILENCE OF SPECIFICATIONS

The apparent silence of the specifications as to any detail, or the apparent omission from it of detailed
description concerning any point, shall be regarded as meaning that only the best commercial practice
is to prevail and only material and workmanship of the first quality are to be used. Proof of
specifications compliance will be the responsibility of the vendor.

3. EXAMINATION OF SPECIFICATIONS AND PROVISIONS

The Vendor shall examine carefully the proposal and the contract forms for the material contemplated.
The Vendor shall investigate and satisfy itself as to the conditions to be encountered, quality and
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guantities of the material to be furnished, and the requirements of any Special Provisions in the RFP
and the contract. The submission of a proposal shall be conclusive evidence that the Vendor has made
examination of the aforementioned conditions.

PRICES QUOTED

The prices quoted are those for which the material will be furnished F.O.B. Ordering Agency and
include all charges that may be imposed during the period of the contract. All prices quoted must be
in U.S. Dollars.

All vendors that maintain a core list of products under this contract shall maintain the appropriate
negotiated prices on their core list. Vendors shall routinely offer to add to the core list materiel that has
been identified as necessary. The Vendors are expected to routinely update any changes to the core
list with the appropriate discounts listed.

Any adjustments to a core list must receive prior written approval from the State before a core list can

be changed by the Vendor. Changes include but are not limited to the migration of items on and off the
core list as well as any price adjustments from the original agreed upon pricing.

PUBLIC INSPECTION OF PROPOSALS

All documents submitted as part of the vendor’s proposal will be deemed confidential during the
evaluation process. Vendor proposals will not be available for review by anyone other than the State
of Delaware/Proposal Evaluation Committee or its designated agents. There shall be no disclosure of
any vendor’s information to a competing vendor prior to award of the contract.

The State of Delaware is a public agency as defined by state law, and as such, it is subject to the
Delaware Freedom of Information Act, 29 Del. C. Ch. 100. Under the law, all the State of Delaware’s
records are public records (unless otherwise declared by law to be confidential) and are subject to
inspection and copying by any person. Vendor(s) are advised that once a proposal is received by the
State of Delaware and a decision on contract award is made, its contents will become public record
and nothing contained in the proposal will be deemed to be confidential except proprietary information.

Vendor(s) shall not include any information in their proposal that is proprietary in nature or that they
would not want to be released to the public. Proposals must contain sufficient information to be
evaluated and a contract written without reference to any proprietary information. If a vendor feels that
they cannot submit their proposal without including proprietary information, they must adhere to the
following procedure or their proposal may be deemed unresponsive and will not be recommended for
selection. Vendor(s) must submit such information in a separate, sealed envelope labeled “Proprietary
Information” with the RFP number. The envelope must contain a letter from the Vendor’s legal counsel
describing the documents in the envelope, representing in good faith that the information in each
document is not “public record” as defined by 29 Del. C. § 10002(d), and briefly stating the reasons
that each document meets the said definitions.

Upon receipt of a proposal accompanied by such a separate, sealed envelope, the State of Delaware
will open the envelope to determine whether the procedure described above has been followed.
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6. LAWS TO BE OBSERVED

The vendor is presumed to know and shall strictly comply with all Federal, State, or County laws, and
City or Town ordinances and regulations in any manner affecting the conduct of the work. The Vendor
shall indemnify and save harmless the State of Delaware, the Agency, and all Officers, Agency and
Servants thereof against any claim or liability arising from or based upon the violation of any such laws,
ordinances, regulations, orders, or decrees whether by itself , by its employees, or by its subcontractor

(S).
7. APPLICABLE LAW AND JURISDICTION

This bid, any resulting contract, and any and all litigation or other disputes arising therefrom, in
connection with, or related hereto shall be governed by the applicable laws, regulations and rules of
evidence of the State of Delaware. Bidder submits to personal jurisdiction in the State of Delaware.
Any and all litigation or other disputes arising out of, in connection with, or relating to this bid, and any
resulting contract, shall be brought exclusively in a court in the State of Delaware or the United States
District Court of the District of Delaware as applicable.

8. SEVERABILITY

If any term or provision of this Agreement is found by a court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid,
illegal or otherwise unenforceable, the same shall not affect the other terms or provisions hereof or
the whole of this Agreement, but such term or provision shall be deemed modified to the extent
necessary in the court's opinion to render such term or provision enforceable, and the rights and
obligations of the parties shall be construed and enforced accordingly, preserving to the fullest
permissible extent the intent and agreements of the parties herein set forth.

9. PERMITS AND LICENSES

All necessary permits, licenses, insurance policies, etc. required by local, State or Federal laws, shall
be provided by the Vendor at its own expense.

10. PATENTED DEVICES, MATERIAL AND PROCESSES

a. The Vendor shall provide for the use of any patented design, device, material, or process to be
used or furnished under this contract by suitable legal agreement with the patentee or owner, and
shall file a copy of this agreement with the Agency.

b. The Vendor and the surety shall hold and save harmless the State of Delaware, the Agency, the
Director, their Officers or Agents from any and all claims because of the use of such patented
design, device, material, or process in connection with the work agreed to be performed under this
contract.

11. EMERGENCY TERMINATION OF CONTRACT

a. Due to restrictions which may be established by the United States Government on material, or
work, a contract may be terminated by the cancellation of all or portions of the contract.
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b. Inthe event the Vendor is unable to obtain the material required to complete the items of work
included in the contract because of restrictions established by the United States Government and
if, in the opinion of the Agency, it is impractical to substitute other available material, or the work
cannot be completed within a reasonable time, the incomplete portions of the work may be
cancelled, or the contract may be terminated.

12. TAX EXEMPTION

a. Material covered by this proposal is exempt from all FEDERAL and STATE TAXES. Such taxes
shall not be included in prices quoted.

b. Any material which is to be incorporated in the work or any equipment required for the work
contemplated in the proposal may be consigned to the Agency. If the shipping papers show clearly
that any such material is so consigned, the shipment will be exempt from the tax on the
transportation of property under provisions of Section 3475 (b) of the Internal Revenue Code, as
amended by Public Law 180 (78th Congress). All transportation charges shall be paid by the
Vendor. Each Vendor shall take its exemption into account in calculating its bid for its work.

13. INVOICING
After the awards are made, the agencies patrticipating in the bid may forward their purchase orders

(“P.O.”) to the successful Vendor(s) in accordance with State Purchasing Procedures. The State will
generate a payment voucher upon receipt of an acceptable invoice from the vendor.

14. EQUALITY OF EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITY ON PUBLIC WORKS

During the performance of any contract for public works financed in whole or in part by appropriation of
the State of Delaware, the contractor agrees as follows:

a. The contractor, as set forth in Title 19 Delaware Code Chapter 7 section 711, will not discriminate
against any employee or applicant for employment with respect to compensation, terms,
conditions or privileges of employment because of such individual's race, marital status, genetic
information, color, age, religion, sex, sexual orientation, gender identity, or national origin. The
contractor will take affirmative action to ensure that applicants are employed and that employees
are treated equally during employment without regard to their race, marital status, genetic
information, color, age, religion, sex, sexual orientation, gender identity, or national origin. Such
action shall include, but not be limited to the following: advertising, lay-off or termination, rates of
pay or other forms of compensation, and selection for training including apprenticeships. The
contractor agrees to post in conspicuous places, notices to be provided by the contracting agency
setting forth the provisions of this non-discrimination clause.

b. During the performance of this contract, the contractor agrees as follows:

1. The contractor, as set forth in Title 19 Delaware Code Chapter 7 section 711, will not
discriminate against any individual with respect to compensation, terms, conditions or
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privileges of employment because of such individual's race, marital status, genetic
information, color, age, religion, sex, sexual orientation, gender identity, or national origin.
The contractor will take positive steps to ensure that applicants are employed and that
employees are treated during employment without regard to their race, marital status, genetic
information, color, age, religion, sex, sexual orientation, gender identity, or national origin.
Such action shall include, but not be limited to, the following: employment, upgrading, demotion
or transfer; recruitment or recruitment advertising; layoff or termination; rates of pay or other
forms of compensation; and selection for training, including apprenticeship. The contractor
agrees to post in conspicuous places available to employees and applicants for employment
notices to be provided by the contracting agency setting forth this nondiscrimination clause.

2. The contractor will, in all solicitations or advertisements for employees placed by or on behalf of
the contractor, state that all qualified applicants will receive consideration for employment
without regard to race, marital status, genetic information, color, age, religion, sex, sexual
orientation, gender identity, or national origin.”

c. The term "contractor for public works" means construction, reconstruction, demolition, alteration,
and/or repair work, maintenance work, and paid for in whole or in part out of the funds of a public
body except work performed under a vocational rehabilitation program. The manufacture or
furnishing of materials, articles, supplies or equipment is not a public work within the meaning of
this subsection unless conducted in connection with and at the site of the public work.

PRICES

Prices and/or rates shall remain firm for the initial two (2) year term of the contract, unless further
negotiations are deemed necessary by the State.

The pricing policy that you choose to submit must address the following concerns:

a. The structure must be clear, accountable and auditable.

b. It must cover the full spectrum of services required.

c. Costs and compensation must be consistent with the rates established or negotiated as a result of
this RFP or P.O. issued based on this contract.

COOPERATIVES

Vendors, who have been awarded similar contracts through a competitive bidding process with a
cooperative, are welcome to submit the cooperative pricing for this solicitation.

PRICE ADJUSTMENT

The Vendor is not prohibited from offering a price reduction on its services or materiel offered under
the contract. The State is not prohibited from requesting a price reduction on those services or
materiel during the initial term or any subsequent options that the State may agree to exercise.

If agreement is reached to extend this contract beyond the initial two (2) year period, The Office of

Management and Budget, Government Support Services shall have the option of offering a
determined price adjustment that shall not exceed the current Philadelphia All Urban Consumers Price
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Index (CPI-U), U.S. City Average. If the CPI-U is used, any increase/decrease shall reflect the change
during the previous published twelve (12) month period at the time of renegotiation.

SHIPPING TERMS

FOB Destination, freight prepaid.

ELECTRONIC CATALOG

At the discretion of the Office of Management and Budget, Government Support Services, the
successful vendor(s) may be required to submit their items list in an electronic format designated by
the State.

By example, but not limited to, the following items may be required:

o Electronic catalogs,

¢ Electronic catalogs converted to a CSV format with contract specific pricing,

¢ ltems designated by commaodity/classification code: United Nations Standard Products and
Services Code (UNSPSC), and/or

e A unique item ID for all items in your system and/or our award.

INDEPENDENT CONTRACTORS

The parties to any contract from this solicitation shall be independent contractors to one another, and
nothing herein shall be deemed to cause the agreement to create an agency, partnership, joint venture
or employment relationship between parties. Each party shall be responsible for compliance with all
applicable workers compensation, unemployment, disability insurance, social security withholding and
all other similar matters. Neither party shall be liable for any debts, accounts, obligations or other
liability whatsoever of the other party or any other obligation of the other party to pay on the behalf of
its employees or to withhold from any compensation paid to such employees any social benefits,
workers compensation insurance premiums or any income or other similar taxes.

TEMPORARY PERSONNEL ARE NOT STATE EMPLOYEES UNLESS AND UNTIL THEY ARE
DIRECTLY HIRED

Vendor agrees that any individual or group of temporary staff person(s) provided to the State of
Delaware pursuant to this Solicitation shall remain the employee(s) of Vendor for all purposes including
any required compliance with the Affordable Care Act by the Vendor. Vendor agrees that it shall not
allege, argue, or take any position that individual temporary staff person(s) provided to the State
pursuant to this Solicitation must be provided any benefits, including any healthcare benefits by the
State of Delaware and Vendor agrees to assume the total and complete responsibility for the provision
of any healthcare benefits required by the Affordable Care Act to aforesaid individual temporary staff
person(s). Inthe event that the Internal Revenue Service, or any other third party governmental entity
determines that the State of Delaware is a dual employer or the sole employer of any individual
temporary staff person(s) provided to the State of Delaware pursuant to this Solicitation, Vendor
agrees to hold harmless, indemnify, and defend the State to the maximum extent of any liability to the
State arising out of such determinations.
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Notwithstanding the content of the preceding paragraph, should the State of Delaware subsequently
directly hire any individual temporary staff employee(s) provided pursuant to this Solicitation, the
aforementioned obligations to hold harmless, indemnify, and defend the State of Delaware shall cease
and terminate for the period following the date of hire. Nothing herein shall be deemed to terminate the
Vendor’s obligation to hold harmless, indemnify, and defend the State of Delaware for any liability that
arises out of compliance with the ACA prior to the date of hire by the State of Delaware. Vendor will
waive any separation fee provided an employee works for both the vendor and hiring agency,
continuously, for a three (3) month period and is provided thirty (30) days written notice of intent to hire
from the agency. Notice can be issued at second month if it is the State’s intention to hire.

ACA SAFE HARBOR

The State and its utilizing agencies are not the employer of temporary or contracted staff. However, the
State is concerned that it could be determined to be a Common-law Employer as defined by the
Affordable Care Act (“ACA”). Therefore, the State seeks to utilize the “Common-law Employer Safe
Harbor Exception” under the ACA to transfer health benefit insurance requirements to the staffing
company. The Common-law Employer Safe Harbor Exception can be attained when the State and/or
its agencies are charged and pay for an “Additional Fee” with respect to the employees electing to
obtain health coverage from the Vendor.

The Common-law Employer Safe Harbor Exception under the ACA requires that an Additional Fee
must be charged to those employees who obtain health coverage from the Vendor, but does not state
the required amount of the fee. The State requires that all Vendors shall identify the Additional Fee to
obtain health coverage from the Vendor and delineate the Additional Fee from all other charges and
fees. The Vendor shall identify both the Additional Fee to be charged and the basis of how the fee is
applied (i.e. per employee, per invoice, etc.). The State will consider the Additional Fee and prior to
award reserves the right to negotiate any fees offered by the Vendor. Further, the Additional Fee shall
be separately scored in the proposal to ensure that neither prices charged nor the Additional Fee
charged will have a detrimental effect when selecting vendor(s) for award.

FUNDING OUT or NON-APPROPRIATION

In the event the General Assembly fails to appropriate the specific funds necessary to enter into or
continue the contractual agreement, in whole or part, the agreement shall be terminated as to any
obligation of the State requiring the expenditure of money for which no specific appropriation is
available at the end of the last fiscal year for which no appropriation is available or upon the exhaustion
of funds.

MANDATORY INSURANCE REQUIREMENTS

As a part of the contract requirements, the contractor must obtain at its own cost and expense and
keep in force and effect during the term of this contract, including all extensions, the minimum
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coverage limits specified below with a carrier satisfactory to the State. All contractors must carry the
following coverage depending on the type of service or product being delivered.
a. Commercial General Liability - $1,000,000 per occurrence/$3,000,000 aggregate,

and

Pollution Legal Liability Policy - Transportation Coverage $1,000,000 per occurrence/
$3,000,000 aggregate.

and
c. Medical/Professional Liability - $1,000,000 per occurrence/$3,000,000 aggregate,

or
d. Miscellaneous Errors and Omissions - $1,000,000 per occurrence/$3,000,000 aggregate,

or
e. Product Liability - $1,000,000 per occurrence/$3,000,000 aggregate,

and
f. Automotive Liability Insurance covering all automotive units used in the work with limits of not
less than $100,000 each person and $300,000 each accident as to bodily injury and $25,000 as to
property damage to other,

and
g. The vendor shall maintain such insurance as will protect against claims under Worker’s
Compensation Act and from any other claims for damages for personal injury, including death, which
may arise from operations under this contract. The vendor is an independent contractor and is not an

employee of the State of Delaware.

All contractors must carry (a), (b), (f), and (g ), and at least one of (c), (d), or (e), depending on
the type of service or product being delivered.

Additionally, Vendors who are determined to be in default of this mandatory report requirement may
have such conduct considered against them, in assessment of responsibility, in the evaluation of future
proposals.

PERSONNEL, EQUIPMENT AND SERVICES

a. The Vendor represents that it has, or will secure at its own expense, all personnel required to
perform the services required under this contract.

b. All of the equipment and services required hereunder shall be provided by or performed by the
Vendor or under its direct supervision, and all personnel, including subcontractors, engaged in the
work shall be fully qualified and shall be authorized under State and local law to perform such
services.

c. None of the equipment and/or services covered by this contract shall be subcontracted without the
prior written approval of the State. Only those subcontractors identified in Attachment 7 are
considered approved upon award. Changes to those subcontractor(s) listed in Attachment 7 must
be approved in writing by the State.

FAIR BACKGROUND CHECK PRACTICES

Pursuant to 29 Del. C. 86909B, the State does not consider the criminal record, criminal history, credit
history or credit score of an applicant for state employment during the initial application process unless
otherwise required by state and/or federal law.

In that event, all finished or
unfinished documents, data, studies, surveys, drawings, maps, models, photographs, and reports
or other material prepared by the Vendor in the performance of the P.O. shall, at the option of the
Agency, become its property, and the Vendor shall be entitled to receive just and equitable
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compensation for any satisfactory work completed on such documents and other materials which is
usable to the Agency.

b. Termination for Convenience: The Agency may terminate the P.O. at any time by giving written
notice of such termination and specifying the effective date thereof, at least sixty (60) days before
the effective date of such termination. In that event, all finished or unfinished documents, data,
studies, surveys, drawings, models, photographs, reports, supplies, and other materials shall, at
the option of the department, become its property and the Vendor shall be entitled to receive
compensation for any satisfactory work completed on such documents and other materials which
are usable to the Agency.

c. Termination for Non-Appropriations: In the event the General Assembly fails to appropriate the
specific funds necessary to enter into or continue the contractual agreement, in whole or part, the
agreement shall be terminated as to any obligation of the State requiring the expenditure of money
for which no specific appropriation is available at the end of the last fiscal year for which no
appropriation is available or upon the exhaustion of funds. This is not a termination for convenience
and will not be converted to such.

48. TERMINATION OF CONTRACT

The contract awarded as a result of this RFP may be terminated as follows by the Office of
Management and Budget, Government Support Services.

a. Termination for Cause: If, for any reasons, or through any cause, the Vendor fails to fulfill in
timely and proper manner its obligations under this Contract, or if the Vendor violates any of the
covenants, agreements, or stipulations of this Contract, the State shall thereupon have the right to
terminate this contract by giving written notice to the Vendor of such termination and specifying the
effective date thereof, at least thirty (30) days before the effective date of such termination. In that
event, all finished or unfinished documents, data, studies, surveys, drawings, maps, models,
photographs, and reports or other material prepared by the Vendor under this Contract shall, at the
option of the State, become its property, and the Vendor shall be entitled to receive just and
equitable compensation for any satisfactory work completed on such documents and other
materials which is usable to the State.

On receipt of the contract cancellation notice from the State, the Vendor shall have not less than
five (5) days to provide a written response and may identify a method(s) to resolve the violation(s).
A vendor response shall not effect or prevent the contract cancellation unless the State provides a
written acceptance of the vendor response. If the State does accept the Vendor's method and/or
action plan to correct the identified deficiencies, the State will define the time by which the Vendor
must fulfill its corrective obligations. Final retraction of the State’s termination for cause will only
occur after the Vendor successfully rectifies the original violation(s). At its discretion the State may
reject in writing the Vendor’s proposed action plan and proceed with the original contract
cancellation timeline.

b. Termination for Convenience: The State may terminate this Contract at any time by giving written
notice of such termination and specifying the effective date thereof, at least sixty (60) days before
the effective date of such termination. In that event, all finished or unfinished documents, data,
studies, surveys, drawings, models, photographs, reports, supplies, and other materials shall, at
the option of the State, become its property and the Vendor shall be entitled to receive
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compensation for any satisfactory work completed on such documents and other materials, and
which is usable to the State.

c. Termination for Non-Appropriations: In the event the General Assembly fails to appropriate the
specific funds necessary to enter into or continue the contractual agreement, in whole or part, the
agreement shall be terminated as to any obligation of the State requiring the expenditure of money
for which no specific appropriation is available at the end of the last fiscal year for which no
appropriation is available or upon the exhaustion of funds. This is not a termination for convenience
and will not be converted to such.

CHANGES

Both parties may, from time to time, require changes in the services to be provided by the Vendor
under the Scope of Work. Such changes, including any increase or decrease in the amount of the
Vendor's compensation, which are mutually agreed upon by and between the Agency and the Vendor
shall be incorporated in written amendments to the Purchase Order or contract.

INTEREST OF VENDOR

The vendor covenants that it presently has no interest and shall not acquire any interest, direct or
indirect, which would conflict in any manner or degree in providing products or performing services
required under this contract. The vendor further covenants, that in the performance of this contract, no
person having any such interest shall be employed.

PUBLICATION, REPRODUCTION AND USE OF MATERIAL

No material produced in whole or part under this contract shall be subject to copyright in the United
States or in any other country. The State shall have unrestricted authority to publish, disclose,
distribute and otherwise use, in whole or in part, any reports, data, or other materials prepared under
this contract; provided, however, that the State agrees not to use any design or engineering plans
prepared by the vendor for anything other than their intended purpose under this Contract. The
Vendor shall have the right to publish any and all scientific findings. Appropriate acknowledgment and
credit for the State's support shall be given in the publication.

RIGHTS AND OBLIGATIONS

The rights and obligations of each party to this agreement shall not be effective, and no party shall be
bound by the terms of this agreement, unless and until a valid executed purchase order has been
approved by the Secretary of Finance, and all procedures of the Department of Finance have been
complied with. A separate purchase order shall be issued for every project or order.

ASSIGNMENT OF ANTITRUST CLAIMS

As consideration for the award and execution of this contract by the State, the Vendor hereby grants,
conveys, sells, assigns, and transfers to the State of Delaware all of its right, title and interest in and to
all known or unknown causes of action it presently has or may now or hereafter acquire under the
antitrust laws of the United States and the State of Delaware, relating to the particular goods or
services purchased or acquired for the State pursuant to this contract.
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TESTING AND INSPECTION

The State of Delaware reserves the right to conduct any test or inspection it may deem necessary to
insure equipment, materials and services conform to contract requirements.

COVENANT AGAINST CONTINGENT FEES

The Vendor warrants that no person or selling agency has been employed or retained to solicit or
secure this contract upon an agreement or understanding for a commission, percentage, brokerage, or
contingent fee, excepting bona fide employees. For breach or violation of this warranty, the State shall
have the right to annul this contract without liability or in its discretion to deduct from the contract price
or consideration, or otherwise recover, the full amount of such commission, percentage, brokerage, or
contingent fees.

GRATUITIES

a. Ifitis found, after notice and hearing, by the State that gratuities (in the form of entertainment, gifts,
or otherwise) were offered or given by the Vendor or any agent of the State with a view toward
securing a contract, or securing favorable treatment with respect to the awarding, amending, or the
making of any determinations with respect to the performance of this contract, the State may, by
written notice to the Vendor, terminate the right of the Vendor to proceed under this contract and/or
may pursue such other rights and remedies provided by law or under this agreement; provided that
the existence of the facts upon which the State makes such findings shall be in issue and may be
reviewed in proceedings pursuant to the Remedies clause of this contract; and

b. Inthe event this contract is terminated pursuant to subparagraph “a”, the State shall be entitled (i)
to pursue the same remedies against the Vendor, and (ii) to exemplary damages, as a penalty in
addition to any other damages to which it may be entitled by law, in an amount which shall be not
less than three, nor more than ten, times the costs incurred by the Vendor in providing any such
gratuities to any such officer or employee. The amount of such exemplary damages shall be in the
sole discretion of the State.

AFFIRMATION

The Vendor must affirm that within the past five (5) years the firm or any officer, controlling stockholder,
partner, principal, or other person substantially involved in the contracting activities of the business is
not currently suspended or debarred and is not a successor, subsidiary, or affiliate of a suspended or
debarred business.

AUDIT ACCESS TO RECORDS

The Vendor shall maintain books, records, documents, and other evidence pertaining to this Contract
to the extent and in such detail as shall adequately reflect performance hereunder. The Vendor agrees
to preserve and make available to the State, upon request, such records for a period of five (5) years
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from the date services were rendered by the Vendor. Records involving matters in litigation shall be
retained for one (1) year following the termination of such litigation. The Vendor agrees to make such
records available for inspection, audit, or reproduction to any official State representative in the
performance of their duties under the Contract. Upon notice given to the Vendor, representatives of
the State or other duly authorized State or Federal agency may inspect, monitor, and/or evaluate the
cost and billing records or other material relative to this Contract. The cost of any Contract audit
disallowances resulting from the examination of the Vendor's financial records will be borne by the
Vendor.

|. SPECIFICATIONS

A. Definitions

Infectious Waste: Those solid wastes which may cause human disease and may reasonably be
suspected of harboring human pathogenic organisms, or may pose a substantial present or potential
hazard to human health or the environment when improperly treated, stored, transported, disposed of
or otherwise managed. Types of solid wastes designated as infectious include but are not necessarily
limited to bio-hazardous medical waste and laboratory waste.

Sharps: Any discarded article that may cause puncture or cuts. Such wastes include, but are not
limited to, needles, intravenous (IV) tubing with needles attached, scalpel blades, glassware and
syringes that have been removed from their original sterile containers. Per DNREC regulations, only
sharps from human or animal health care facilities, human or animal research facilities or human or
animal pharmaceutical manufacturing facilities shall be regulated as sharps.
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B. Duties of the Contractor

1) The contractor must provide all labor, materials, supplies, and equipment necessary for the proper
handling, loading, transportation, treatment and disposal of sharps and other infectious waste per the
agreed upon schedule at the designated pick-up area locations.

2) A manifest, approved by the Delaware Department of Natural Resources and Environmental
Control, shall be provided to each location when the contractor picks up medical wastes.

3) The contractor shall submit a signed certificate of destruction of the medical waste destroyed in
accordance with EPA regulations.

C. Collection Schedule and Response Time

1) All pick-up service must be made during regular business hours, between 8:00 A.M. and 4:30 P.M.
Monday through Friday. For “on-call” customers, service must be provided within 72 hours of
notification by the facility and occur during regular business hours.

2) When the facility notifies the contractor regarding any development that affects the scope or timing
of the contractor’s services, the contractor has 2 hours to respond to the facility. If an on-site
response is required by the contractor, the contractor must respond within 48 hours of the facility’s
request.

1) The contractor shall maintain adequate supplies and deliver new and replacement containers,
sharps containers, red biohazard bag inserts, bio-hazard stickers, packaging tape and contractor
labels for on-site use. Labels with the contractor name, address, and phone number along with
representative name shall be provided on all containers. The purpose is for easy contact when
needed. Red biohazard bag inserts shall be puncture resistant and leak proof.

2) Please reference Appendix D- Facility Requirements for an estimate of facility supply
requirements.
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E. Training Requirements

1) The contractor shall provide training documentation/literature on infectious waste acceptance and
segregation, if requested by the Agency. Agency requests shall be reasonable with regards to
guantity. The contractor will provide the training documentation / literature at no charge to the State.

F. Billing Requirements
1) The contractor shall assign unique account numbers to each facility for invoice tracking.

2) Invoices shall be sent to the “Bill To” address as designated on each purchase order. Invoices
must contain the site #, date, manifest/order number, quantity, description, weight, price of each
container and any additional information as requested by the Agency. Signed certificate of destruction
as proof of disposal from an EPA approved disposal location must accompany the invoice.

G. Duties of Participating Facilities

1) It shall be the duty of each facility to see that used sharps and bio-medical waste are safely and
properly packaged, labeled and taken to the designated pick-up area.

a. All used sharp containers and infectious waste shall be packaged and labeled in accordance with
current Federal, State of Delaware and Local guidelines and regulations. The purpose for following
these guidelines is to prepare the infectious waste to be transported to an EPA approved disposal
site, for proper destruction, even when that transport is wholly within the boundaries of the State.

2) Any Infectious Prevention Nurse or Department designated person responsible for infectious waste
shall give prompt written notice to the vendor whenever the agency observes or otherwise becomes
aware of any development that affects the scope or timing of the vendor’s services.

Il. SPECIAL CRITERIA

A. Delaware Solid Waste Transporter Permits

Bidders must submit a copy of a valid State of Delaware Solid Waste Transporters Permit issued by
the Department of Natural Resources Environmental Control (DNREC) with their bid response.

Permits will be obtained at the contractor’s expense. For information regarding permits, contact
Zakary Fisch at DNREC at 302-739-9403. Failure to provide this information may result in non-
consideration.

B. Citations
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Bidders must submit with their bid verifiable information relating to any and all Federal, State and
Local citations issued against their firm or their contractor’s firm within the last two (2) years. This
must include dates, reasons, dispositions and resolutions. The State will determine whether this
information may result in non-consideration. If there are no citations, reply “No Citations”.

C. Transfer of Infectious Waste and Title

The State of Delaware’s infectious waste will be transferred to the contractor at the individual facility’s
designated location at the time of pick-up. At that time the contractor takes possession of the waste;
title, risk of loss and all other incidents of ownership to the waste shall be transferred from the State of
Delaware and vested in the Contractor.

D. Contractor Warrantees

The contractor warrants that it understands the known hazards which are presented to persons
property and environment in the transportation, storage and disposal of the described infectious
waste; it will transport, store and dispose of such materials in full compliance with all Federal, State of
Delaware and Local guidelines and regulations; the storage and disposal facilities are now licensed
and permitted to store and dispose of infectious waste, and, in the event the storage or disposal
facility losses its permitted status hereafter during the term of the contract, Contractor will promptly
notify the State of Delaware.

E. State of Delaware Warrantees

The State of Delaware warrants that the description of its infectious waste is true and correct; bio-
medical and sharps waste to be transferred to the contractor will conform to such description; packing
and shipping containers of bio-medical waste transferred to the contractor will be marked, labeled and
otherwise be in conformance with Federal, State of Delaware and local guidelines and regulations.
